Commentary from the Executive Director 


Users Day 1991 


Amidst the hectic pace here at the association, we have been able to organize the MII Users Day 
slated for October 3 & 4, 1991 in Northern Virginia near Washington, D.C. at the Radisson Plaza Hotel at 
Mark Center, Alexandria, Virginia. Panasonic has pledged assistance to provide 30 MII Users with hotel 
accommodations for two nights (Oct. 2 and Oct. 3) and we have scheduled a Wednesday night reception 
and dinner, Thursday breakfast and lunch and Friday breakfast to which all User Association Members are 
invited at no charge.

The goal here is to create a forum for users to come together, discuss association goals and 
interface with Panasonic’s leading managers and executives. A formal agenda will be sent to all 
participants in the next few weeks. We have shied away from creating too rigid a schedule in the interest 
of allowing users the flexibiliy to pursue their own agenda. However, we are dedicated to securing 
several commitments from x J manufacturer and we think many users will be surprised with some of the 
new programs Panasonic is offering: :

The information contained in the following 
Emergency Eject Procedure, for the AU-400/410 
& AU-500/520 MII VTR’s, was provided to us 
by Panasonic. This procedure is to be used in 
case of an "emergency" only, and you should use 
care and caution when carrying it out. If you 
encounter any difficulties, seek assistance from 
the Panasonic Broadcast Service Center, which 
can be reached at (800) 222-0741. 


1. Turn off VTR power. 
2. Remove the side cover. (Fig. 1) 


3. Unscrew the Lock Screw@)on the Loading 
Motor using a screwdriver. (Fig. 2) 


4. Open the Belt Cover. (Fig. 2) 


5. Turn the Rotation®)as illustrated and then 
the guide post will be moved until the cassette 
tape can be ejected. (Fig. 3) 

When the guide post cannot be moved, return 
the Belt Cover to its previous position a few 
times and then open the Belt Cover not to 


damage the tape. 


6. When finished, close the Belt Cover and 
screw the Lock Screw@) NOTE: Be sure that 
the Emergency Eject Wire is suspended on the 
position@ 


Notes: 

* Do not attempt to operate the VTR with the 
Belt Cover open. 

* Do not use the Emergency Eject except if the 
machine wort otherwise eject the tape. 

* Do not touch the wires coming out of the 
Cylinder. 

* When tightening the Lock Screw, make sure 
that the wires are fixed by the fitting.

Comments regarding various controllers: 


Paltex Elite-Its users are generally happy with their Elite ownership. There are some complaints- 
misses match frames, controller randomly locks up, interface problems, auto slo mo doesn’t always 
work. Service was rated very good. 


Paltex Elan-most of its users are happy. Only complaints came from a user using JVC KRM 800 & 
KRM 860 & CR 850(3/4) who says that on a few occasions the editor locks up, and the slo mo has 
some problems-hunts for % of speed. No other complaints-the controller was rated very good for 
performance in configuration. Most had no problems with their controller and service was rated at 
very good. 
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Paltex ESD-Most are happy, only one user had a problem with their Hitachi HR-200 in the system- it 
forgets its smart start which causes the edit to abort. Performance was rated at very good, 

problems were mostly no. service was good. 

Videomedia Mickey-Overall good, some missed frames. Service/Support-Good 

Grass Valley Group-all listed models-rated Very Good-Service/Support was rated as Excellent 
Calaway-all listed models-overall good-Service/Support was rated Very Good 


Ampex Ace 25-Overall good, Timecode problem-Service/Support was rated Good-limited experience 
with MII interface. 


ECCO EMME-rated as fair, with software difficulties. 

Paltex Vanguard-rated very good-Service/Support was rated as Excellent 

Convergence 205-rated as Fair, Frame accuracy problem-Service/Support was rated as Poor 
Convergence 195-rated as Excellent-Service/Support was rated Very Good 

Sony BVE 900-rated as Very Good-Service/Support was rated as Fair 

Sony RM450-rated as Excellent overall 


CMX 300-rated as Good overall, Frame accuracy problem, not compatible with AU-60-
